There  are  no  treatment  centi'es  in 
the  area  and  patients  attend  at  Swansea  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital,  Hereford 
County  Hospital,  Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  Newport,  and  Moira  Terrace, 
Cardiff.  The  tracing  of  contacts  and  the  following  up  of  defaulters  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council.

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from 
other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention.

All  Water  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Cardiff  and  Milk  samples  were  dealt  with  at  Carmarthen  and  Swansea. 

Any  investigations  required  in  the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Cardiff  and  at  Merthyr 
Tydfil.

SMALLPOX  HOSPITALS. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  Smallpox  cases  to  be  admitted  to 
Penrhys  Hospital  and  for  Consultants  to  be  called  in  to  suspected  cases. 
On  diagnosing  a case  the  Consultant  will  be  responsible  for  arranging  for 
Penrhys  Hospital  to  be  ready  and  staffed  to  receive  the  patient.  The 
patient  will  be  removed  by  County  Council  under  their  Ambulance  scheme 
made  under  S.27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Until  the  31st  of  March,  1959,  the  Borough  Council  was  responsible 
for  the  supply  of  water  in  their  district.  After  this  date  the  Council 
became  a constituent  member  of  the  new  South  East  Breconshire  Water 
Board  which  is  now  responsible  for  the  supply  of  water  in  the  Borough. 

During  1969  the  supply  of  water  by  the  Board  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quantity  and  in  quality. 

Fluoridation  of  water  supplies  has  yet  to  be  commenced. 

Piped  Supply. 

All  the  houses  in  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  16  of  those  on  the 
extreme  borders  have  a tapped  supply  to  the  house.  The  other  16  have 
their  own  private  supply. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  new  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  came  into  operation  in 
August,  1969.  All  samples  of  effluent  have  been  satisfactory.

There  was  no  change  in  the  methods  adopted  for  the  weekly  collection 
and  disposal  of  house  refuse,  this  work  being  done  by  the  Council  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor. 

The  refuse  is  dispersed  by  tipping.

Health  Inspector,  Mr.  S.  Jinks,  and  I am  indebted  to  him  for  the  figures 
and  details  of  his  work  contained  in  this  report.

HOUSING.
